There4763  inhabited 
houses  and  shops ,  giving  an  average  of  five  persons  to  each  house • 
Housing  accomodation  in  still  rather  United  in  amount,  but  is  on  the 
whole  fairly  good.  I  would  strongly  urge  upon  you  to  make  it  a  rule 
that  in  future  all  new  houses  shall  be  built  with  water  borne  system 
of  sewage.  It  has  been  d  nstatated  in  your  dis triot ,  that  this  do 
not  necessarily  place  the  rent  beyond  the  reach  of  the  lowest  wage¬ 
earning  class.  The  Supervision  of  the  Erection  of  now  houses  is  good. 
No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  M  The  Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Acts  1890  to  1909  ff .  The  Sanitary  Inspector  nas  visited  700 
houses  in  nine  of  which  the  Defective  Drainage,, or  Sanitary  Accomo- 
-dation  has  been  remedied  at  his  suggestion.

Last  year  the  rate  was  1 2  1 9  G ,  while  trie  average  for  the  past  decade 


stands  at  IS f52 .  Seven  deaths  oeaured  in  Residents  whose  ages  were 
over  70.  Leaving  out  deaths  occuring  during  the  first  21  years  of 
life,  the  aver  ult  age  at  death  is  56 .  This  is  a  r  *h  loi 

figure  than  heretofore.  The  commonest  cause  of  death  wan  Senility 
with  four  canon,  Pneumonia  caused  three  deaths,  Bronchitis  two, 
Diabetes  two,  Heart  Disease  t  'o,  -  enihg.it is  two,  Brain  Tumours  two, 
and  two  died  by  accident. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  *  __  ; 

It  in  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  a 
still  further  drop  in  tne  Infantile  Death  Bate.  The  average  for  the 
past  ten  years  is  Ilf  2.  Last  year  it  stood  at  74.  This  year  it  is 
GO* 97.  Much  good  worK  is  being  done  by  tne  circulation  of  leaflets 
by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  to  the  mother,  as  soon  as  the  birth 
of  her  baby  is  registered,  and  I  believe  the  improvement  in  this 
death  rate  is  due  to  a  more  intelligent  understanding  of  the  ail- 
-  sente  and.  requirements  of  early  infant  life.  The  causes  of  death 
were  Convulsions  one,  Measles  one,  Thrush  one,  RicKets  one,  and 
Tubercular  meningitis  one. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  there  were  accorded  one  case  of 
Erysipelas,  one  of  Typhoid,  one  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  one  fatal 
case  of  Diphtheria  which  had  been  brought  in  from,  a  neighbouring
